Indeed the gold dredger, as at present 
I known, was the invention of W. P. Hommon, who 
succeeded in perfecting a gold dredger while living 
P -i*n Oroville.

During that period the dredging business has grown

immense proportions, and has taken hundreds of 
| millions of dollars worth of gold out of what was re- 
II garded as value less ground. 
Much of thin territory was mined and remined in I 
I the early days, but stiil a proportion of the finer gold 
| i as left. 
The dredger solved the problem of saving 
1 his gold at a minimum of expense. 
Now the largest 
1 wooden dredger ever built is at work on Trinity river, 
¡1 ¡n Trinity caunty, where the ground is reported as 
melding as heigh as $1.00 to the cubic yard.

I tory yielding but six cents per cubic yard, so it may 
I be seen that the Trinity river country should prove a 
I I bonanza.

Americans, according to this authority, are re­ 
luctant to admit that their English differs from that 
of England. 
They soon find, however, if they go to 
England to travel, that American terms are not easily 
understood and that English terms bewilder an Amer-

If this distressed any American who fears that we 
overdo our use of slang and are losing something if 
we lose the English meanings for certain words. Dr. 
Craigie’s reassurances should be welcome. 
He says: 
"The United States is now at a period in its na­ 
tional development which corresponds closely to the 
Elizabethan age in England.
